‘‘(a) PARTNERSHIPS.—The Secretary may establish 10

partnerships with rideshare companies to allow programs 11

of the Department of Veterans Affairs that service home-12

less veterans to facilitate transportation to support the 13

stability and health of eligible veterans (such as for ap-14

pointments with service providers, conducting housing and 15

employment searches, and obtaining food and supplies). 16
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‘‘(b) AUTHORIZATION.—The Secretary may use 1

funds made available to the Department for fiscal year 2

2024 to carry out sections 2011, 2012, 2031, and 2061 3

of this title, as the Secretary determines appropriate. 4

‘‘(c) ELIGIBLE VETERAN DEFINED.—In this section, 5

the term ‘eligible veteran’ includes homeless veterans and 6

veterans participating in the program carried out under 7

section 8(o)(19) of the United States Housing Act of 1937 8

(42 U.S.C. 1437f(o)(19)) (commonly referred to as 9

‘HUD–VASH’).’’. 10

  (c) Eligible veteran defined In this section, the term  eligible veteran includes homeless veterans and veterans participating in the program carried out under section 8(o)(19) of the United States Housing Act of 1937 (42 U.S.C. 1437f(o)(19)) (commonly referred to as  HUD–VASH). .
